STORY OF RESCUE. 
Heavy seas and the peril of 
navigation in the  rock-strawn 
watcrs have prev@nied the rescue 
of the 18 men still on board the 
wrecked Japanese treighcr Ryujin 
Maru, aground’ on the Tan Rocks, 
near Turnabout Island, according 
to the nine men taken off on 
Wednesday by. the ‘nereplane 
curricr, H.M.S. Hermes. They 
reached Hongkong this morning. 
! They told a Telegraph reporter 
that the Ryujin Maru ran into 
rough seas soon after leaving Hong- 
kong at 7. p.m. last Saturday. They 
mnc2 slow progress up the coast, 
and when dusk was falling about 
6 p.m. on Tucaday, the vessel struck 
the rocks. 

Freshening winds were whipping 
up the seas when the © Hermes, 
sent out a lifeboat.-early on 
Wednesday morning: It was dan- 
gerous work, heavy rain, adding to 
the risk, and after the nine mon 
had clamborad over the side into

The Casuals. . 


Often pedestriana nitopt a too 
casual attitude when crossing the 
atreet, ‘They rely: apon the skill 
of the driver to avert an accident, 
and In time these thoughtless 
people are hound tb pay the 
supreme penally for their atupidin 
ty. But the following advice to 
the new driver may postpone that 
evil day for many a pedestrian. 


Never allow your attention to be 
distracted when you ure at the 
wheel of your car. Look well 
nhead and forestall the movements 
of everybody. 

Think for Him. 


If vou are really concentrating 
on Lhe task in hana, you will spot 
immediately & man wha is nbout to 
step off the path inctromt of your 
enr, and you will instantly wound | 
your horn, even befort he has lett 
the sootway. HD he continues on 
his way however, you will have 
your fget on the brakg immedinte- 
ly, and that valuable second and 
hia lite will be saved. A ycood 
driver soon learns to know as if! 
by inatinet when anyone is ubout } 
to dive off Une pavement in front 
of Nis ear. : 

I always advocate taking the 
rick of sounding your horn too 
much rather than te err in the 
opposite direction. Many drivers 
are inclined to believe that a, 
motormt who uses his horn 
liberally is a nervous driver, but 
1 thorouphiy disagree with this 
theory. 

It is murely much better to} 
announce your approach fn time. , 
That forewarned is forearmed {s| 
an excellent proverb to remember 
in this instance. : 


Don't Just Hoot. 


Of course, I do not advocate the | 
indiscriminate une of the heoter, | 
nor am I sugeesting for one! 
moment that the road hog can feel | 
that he is at liberty to tear along 
the reets. merely because he 
keeps [Ns horn going all the time, 

There is one gdlden rule to re- 
member: When a pedestrian has 
commenced to cross the street in 
front of your car and is unaware 
of your approach, always en- 
deavour to pass behind him and 
not in front of him. 
“In some instances it may be | 
adyisable not ta sound your horn j 
at all, because if you do he may 
become flustered at the 
minute, lose his head, and dash 
back into your car. 


Flustered. | 


Assume that someone is lost in 
thought and has suddenly decided | 
to cross the road. He does this 
without looking to sue what traffic | 
is coming along at the time. If 
he sces you for the first time wien 
he is a third of the way acrdss the | 
road, and if you immediately show 
him that you are pasalny behind | 
hin, well and good, — Ife carries | 
out his original intention. But if | 
you falter or vo in front of him, 
he hesitates and beeomes con- 
fused. His mind may not act as 
quickly as yours, and a valuable | 
seeont) mas be — los Many 
aedidents have been averted by a 
mere second. : 

Remember, too, that it is not 
everybody that has perfect heur-| 
ing, and that the translation of !

slower process with some people 
than with others, Make allow- 
ances for ui] this.

Hundreds of accidents “are 
caused every yeur by people walk- 
ing out from in front of or behind 
L stationary = tramway-car 
motor-omnibus, ‘Tne driver of 
the approaching car has not seen 
the danger ahend.

Wheels .and Brakes. 
° USEFUL HINTS, 


— 


- = [By fsracl Kiein.] 
Propsr maintenance of the 
wheels and tho brakes will not 
only savo considerable expense 
on tyres and the braking ‘and 
steering systems, but will assure 
ensier operation of the car as a 
whole. Good steering and braking 
systems, jn fact, will bring. better 
results {n-milenge and wear and 
tear on the engine. : 

For it {s obvious that misaligned 
wheels and tight or uneven breaks 
whl vecome serious drags on the 
puwer plant and reduce the 
‘gasoline mileage considerably, 

ere 

The wheels, as part of the ateer- 

ing system, require most careful 
attention at least once every six 
months. : 
_ Loose bearings at +f. hubs, 
causing the wheels te wobble, take 
much of the power from the 
engine. To prevent this, the 
wheeis should be kept tight and 
well greased. The grease in the 
rear hub cans should be changed 
at these semi-annual inspections 
and the nuts tightened. 

It-is unwise, however, to force 
grease into the front wheel bear- 
ings in some causes by filling the
